New J e rs e y ’s reform atory at R a h w ay 
is not called by its official title by in­ 
m ates and fo rm e r inm ates. They h av e 
adopted for the Institution th e n a m e 
which Dr. F ra n k Aloofe applied to It 
when he assum ed ch arg e as sujierin- 
ten d en t an d endeavored to do real re­ 
form ing of iii* nearly 1,000 charges. It 
I* know n th roughout th e United S tates 
ss “the U niversity of A nother C hance." 
Dr. Moore cares m ore for results th a n 
for red 
taj»e. 
U nable to jiersonally 
study th e tra its an d shortcom ings of 
each of his th ousand w ards, he h as set 
them to stu d y in g them selves. H e holds 
an d tells th e refo rm ato ry Inm ate* th a t 
his business is not to criticise th e bad 
In them . but to find the good aud c u lti­ 
vate it. 
Dr. Moore is no d rea m e r or 
Idealistic philanthropist. H e is intense 
ly practical, and. being practical, be did 
not a tte m p t to reform the reform atory 
m ethods ult a t once. The process im* 
been gradual. Tile Inm ates o f th e Bah 
w ay reform atory are uow* self govern 
lug. T w o year* ago there w ere report 
ed to the au p erin ten d en t 4.S89 in fra c­ 
tions of th e rules. 


Offered Self Government. 
Dr. Moore broached hi* self gov ern ­ 
m en t schem e to the inm ates. 
H e told 
them th a t it rested entirely with them 
selves w h eth er they w ere g ran ted nu 
tonom y or not. 
Last y ear the num ber 
of in m ates increased, hut th e num ber 
of re to rte d Infraction* of the rules 
was ".OOI* leas th an during the prevl 


our year. 
T h e older Inm ates, who 
were w orking for the privilege o f be 
lug trea ted like citizens, w ere seldom 
reported, and they did w < h to tam e 
the new Inm ate* w ho we«e inclined to 
obstreperous. 
Dr. Moore called the 
Inm ates to g eth er au d told them that 
the tim e ha*! com e w hen lie w as going 
to g ra n t them autonom y. 
Ile outlined 
his plan. w hich w as to have the mis 
deeds of in m ate s judged and punish 
inent for them m eted out by a council 
of prisoners elected by their fellow*. 
On July 12 of this year each o f the 
fourteen tier* elected two councilm en 
to represent it. 
Each Tuesday and 
Friday th e council meets to act u| h>m 
reports of m isbehavior by Inmate* 
The council lias a president, who Is 
presiding Judge, an d a secretary, w ho 
I* clerk of tile court. 
Prisoners an* 
produced before the council ami faced 
by th eir accusers, w ho are their fellow 
Inm ates or councilm en from their tier. 
and they are given an opportunity to 
eros* ex am in e w itnesses aud testify In 
their own defense. 
If th e accused is 
found guilty he Is sentenced to th e h»** 
of som e privilege. 
T he decision o f the council Is final 
It is not su b ject to approval by th* 
su p erin ten d en t or an y officer of th e In 
atitutiou. and none of tile officers is 
perm itted any voice In its dellbera 
tlon*. 
lf a councilm an 
misbehave* 
and become* am enable for u serious 
breach of discipline he L* tried by ids 
fellow councilm en, 
lf a councilm an 
Is ousted for cause an election to se 
lect bls successor Is Im m ediately held 
on his tier. 
N ever has the decision of 
the council failed to m eet w ith th* 
approval of th e prisoners. 
Rules Governing Council. 
H ere are som e of th e governing rub** 
of th e council: 
To do all In our power to stop the u*»* 
of profane language among the inmates. 
To try lo ascertain the number of any 
inmate guilty of stealing article* from 
the room of another inmate and submit 
hie name to the council for action. 
To try to do away with all disorder In 
the dining room, especially hissing and 
loud talking, and to keep perfect order. 
To try to h«v« the inmate* take a pride 
In their general behavior and in that way 
reduce the number of reporte against the 
Inmate* of the institution. 
To try to instill a better fellowship and 
nplrlt among the Inmate*. To try to lead 
them from the habit of doing thing* for 
which they fire liable to be reported into 
the habit of doing things that are manly 
and clean. 
The council *hall take a lively Interest 
In all amusement* for the benefit of the 
inmate* on holiday* and other time*. To 
try to arrange to give show* from time 
to time, e*pecial!y on holiday*. 
Councilmen 
will ask the inmate* on 
their tier* to wend them suggestion* from 
time to time for the betterment of tile 
Inmates of the institution. 
Fir. Moore say* th a t tile prisoner.- 
govern them selves better thou a host 
of guard* 
could 
govern 
them . 
T he 
honor roll ha* grow n u n d e r autonomy 
In tin* s ta t" reform atory, an d th e de 
tlnqiieiit roll has decreased correspond 
Ingly.

EFFICIENCY IN FARMING. 


8 outh 
Dakota 
Agriculturist 
Makes 
Plea Before Convention. 
A plea for tile application of busi­ 
ness efficiency measures to farming 
was made iii an address before the In 
tematlonal d ry farm ing congress held 
at Wichita, Kau., by Thomas ro o fe r, 
director of the South Dakota exi*?ri- 
uient station. 
“The difference between tile success 
ful and unsuccessful farm Is largely a 
question of applied efficiency lit pro­ 
duction and organisation of the farm 
business." he said. 
Mr. Cooper join ted out that It was 
necessary to derelop systems o f distr! 
burion of farm products that involve 
less loss and w aste and assert that this 
Is u problem of organization aud co­ 
operation. 
"Estim ates indicate th a t the average 
farm er Iii this country r e -elves 4 3 to 
.'•5 cents from each dollar extended b\ 
the consumer," he continued, "while 
farmers in most European countries re 
ceive <50 to (IT* cents. 
"in mu investigation of groups of 
farms located in tow nships in Indiana 
Illinois strxl low.-i it w as found that 
one farmer out of every twenty-two 
received a lalsir income of more rim 
$2,(IOU a year, one of every tim e paid 
for the privilege of working that Is 
after deducting 5 per cent Interest on 
their investment they lost money by 
fanning.”
